in the grains besides wheat." Mr. Simp- 
son then related to the reporter the his- 
tory of two Winona boys in South Da- 
kota this summer, withholding the names

rented 3,300 acres in South Dakota at 
fifty cents an acre and put in a crop of 
flax. From this farm they jJrtained 
00.000 bushels of flax, an average of a 
little over fifteen bushels to the acre. 
Selling this at ninety-five cents per 
bushel the young fanners realized $47,- 
500. Their estimated expense was five 
dollars per acre, or (16,000, and this, de- 
ducted from the gross receipts, leaves a 
profit oi fSl.SOO for one summer's work 
for two young men. The grain is now 
in the elevators. r-St Paul Pioneer Press.
